In effect. Salem wo uld functio n under “ho me 
rule.” 
Tw o o f Sa em ’s mo st pressing pro blems are 
finances and the co nflict between the ex ecu­ 
tive and legislative branches. It is entirely 
po ssible that a study o f a city charter will 
bring so lutio ns to pro blems which have ex ­ 
isted fo r many y ears. The study in itself 
wo uld be healthy but no study can be made 
unless vo ters appro ve the issue nex t Tues­ 
day .

Atty. Elliott’s opponent is Atty.

Both county men. veteran cam­ 
paigners, face an uphill fight be­ 
cause the multi-county districts in 
which they are running have a 
long record of Democratic voting, 
particularly in riverfront commun­ 
ities. 
The 
congressional 
district 
is 
comprised of Columbiana, Jeffer­ 
son, Belmont, Harrison and Car­ 
roll Counties. The senatorial dis­ 
trict is made up of all the same 
counties except Carroll. 
A second state senator is being 
elected for a two-year term under 
periodic reapportionment w h i c h 
allows the district the extra mem­ 
ber of the upper chamber about 
once in 10 years. The incumbet, 
Sen. Arthur Blake of Martins F er­ 
ry, also will continue in office in 
the next biennium of the General 
Assembly, as he was elected to a 
four-year term two years ago. H& 
is a Democrat. 
There has not been a Columbi­ 
ana County man in the State Sen­ 
ate since the late 1950’s when Jon­ 
athan C. Mason of East Liverpool, 
was named to the second district 
seat under the preceding periodic 
reapportionment. 
Rep. Hays has served continu­ 
ously in Congress since 1949. He 
was unopposed for renomination in 


the May primaries. Chairman of 
the House delegation to NATO, he 
is vice president of the NATO par­ 
liamentarians conference and also 
heads the subcommittee on State 
Department organization and for­ 
eign operations of the F o r e i g n 
Affairs Committee. 
He has served as a village may­ 
or, a board of education member, 
a justice of the peace, a county 
commissioner and a member of 
the State Senate. 
Hunston, former Salem city so­ 
licitor, was defeated by Rep. Hays 
in a similar race in 1954. He has 
practiced law in Salem since 1947. 
A native of East Palestine, he is 
a son of County Commissioner 
Walter A. Hunston. Hunston serv­ 
ed three years in the Navy during 
World War II. He also was unop­ 
posed in the primaries. 
A graduate of Western Reserve 
Law School, Atty Elliott has prac­ 
ticed law since 1935—6 years in 
Lisbon and since 1941 in Rogers. 
He won the GOP nomination for 
the sam e post six years ago, but 
was defeated in the general elec­ 
tion by Sen. Blake. 
He is a member of the Rogers 
Methodist Church, Negley Mason­ 
ic Lodge, Clarkson Grange and Po­ 
mona Grange, president of t h e 
County Board of Education a n d 
past president of the County Pub­ 
lic Health League.

Liverpool Jolts Salem's Hopes of Undefeated Season 


Ken Cunningham Leads Visitors 


To 8-6 Upset Before Big Crowd 


Quakers Grab 6 -0 Lead But Potters 


Kenny Cunningham, a sure-fire 
all-state 
q uarterb ack 
candidate, 
engineered the East Liverpool Pot­ 
ters to an 8-6 victory over Salem 
Friday night at Reilly Stadium, 
crushing all hopes the Quakers 
had of pulling off their first un­ 
defeated season since 1929. 
A crowd of more than 5,000 saw 
Cunningham, a talented 160-pound 
senior, run, pass and defend his 
team to a hard-fought and well- 
earned victory . He scored East 
Liverpool’s touchdown in the sec­ 
ond q uarter when he swept left 
end 
for 
11 y ards. 
Cunningham 
then passed to fullb ack John Good- 
b allet who iust managed to make 
his way across the goal with the 
two extra po.nts which provided 
the margin of victory . 
As usual, the Quakers jumped 
off to an early lead with a first 
period touchdown. 


TWO POOR PUNTS got the Pot­ 
ters in troub le in the first q uarter. 
The first b oot wound up five y ards 
b ehind the original line of scrim­ 
mage and the second kick traveled 
only 11 y ards. 
Salem was unab le to capitalize 
on tlie first b reak. It took pos­ 
session after the punt on Liver­ 
pool’s 30 and marched all the 
way to the one-foot line b efore 
an illegal use of the hands penalty 
set them b ack to the 15. 
After the penalty , Gary Devan 
threw a pass to Don Davidson 
who got his hands on the b all 
b ut couldn’t hold it. On the next 
play , Devan fumb led and end Tim 
Archer recovered for Liverpool on 
the 22. 
The Potters again tried to punt 
out of troub le b ut Cunningham’s 
b oot looked like it might have 
b eai touched b y one of the hard- 
charging Salem defenders and the 
pigskin wound up on the East 
Liverpool 24. From there it took 
the Quakers eight play s to score 


failed to get out of b ounds to stop 
the clock. 
Since the Quakers had already 
used up their maximum numb er 
of time outs, the clock kept run­ 
ning and the gun sounded b efore 
another play could b e gotten off. 


COACH MORTON, in the dres­ 
sing room after the game, said 
lie is taking full responsib ility for 
the loss. “Our play ers have noth­ 
ing to b e ashamed of. I made 
a b ad call,” the dejected coach 
remarked. 
The call he was referring to 
was the play in the fourth q uar­ 
ter when Janovec was stopped 
inches short on a fourth and two 
situation on the East Liverpool 25. 
"I’ve alway s contended that in 
a tight situation like that y ou 
should go all out with the b est 
man y ou’ve got. For us, that’s 
Janovec. He’s usually b een ab le to 
get that short y ardage when we’ve 
needed it. They were all waiting 
for him on that play though. We 
prob ab ly should have tried some­ 
thing else.” 
The Sa.em coach said he prob ­ 
ab ly should have passed more, 
too. The Quakers passed only twice 
in the whole game, completing one. 
Morton had plenty of praise for 
the East Liverpool team, especially 
for Cunningham 
and Goodb allet 
whom he called “as good as any ­ 
one around.” 


COACH LOU VENDITTI of the 
Potters agreed that his team turn­ 
ed in a fine performance against 
the Quakers.
